Public Freight System has peti- 
tioned the California Public Utili- 
ties Commission for a rehearing 
on the decision which recently de- 
nied permission for the establish- 
ment of new common carrier 
trucking service for the two com- 
munities and nearby cities.

President Truman has decided to 
step into the coal and steel strikes, 
a high government source said 
Wednesday as the twin walkouts 
spread mass unemployment in U. 
S. industry. 

The chief executive will act, it 
was said, if the disputants do not 
reach settlements by this week- 
end. 

The disclosure came as more 
than 60,000 railroad workers weve 
furloughed with the halting of 
more than 600 trains to conserve 
coal. Many thousands of other 
workers also were forced into un- 
employment in diverse industries 
dependent upon steel. 


GENERAL POWERS ACT 

The government source said 
President Truman felt strongly 
that the strikes cannot be per- 
mitted to imperial nationai welfare 
beyond the weekend. 


If he acts, it was said, he would 


do so under general powers as 
President, rather than under the 
specific provisions of the Taft- 


Hartley law. The nature of his pos- 
sible action was not disclosed. 

Government experts feared that 
the toll of idle, including the 
strikers themselves, might amount 
to 2,000,000 unless the walkout are 
ended soon. 

Meanwhile, only sporadic peace 
attempts were recorded elsewhere.
